“The dism issal of the Indian suits 
bv Judge Campbell m eans m ore for 
the east side of Oklahoma than any­ 
thing thai: has happened there since 
statehood.“ said Hon. G. Ii. Johnson, 
form er governor of the Chickasaw 
nation, who was an Oklahoma City 
visitor Saturday. 
No person who has not been a 
resident of one of the five civilized 
tribes can appreciate what this means 
to our people. 
It involved over tw o 
m illion acres of land, and the suits 
were filed by the United States gov­ 
ernm ent, on the claim that titles to 
land made prior to the removal of 
restrictions and prior to the abandon­ 
m ent of tribal 
relations 
were 
not 
good. D uring the pendency of these 
tr-tos, and they num bered thirty thon­ 
g s 
there rem ained a cloud upon 
the title of the lands. 
‘Many Indians 
who were effected refused to improve 
their places 
and thousands of men 
who had purchased or who had op­ 
tions on the land thus involved, per­ 
m itted ii to lie idle, which retarded 
the growth of the country and greatly 
discouraged investm ent. 


“There is no question in my mind 
th at many of our tribesmen rec de­ 
ed only a paltry sum for his allot­ 
ment, but I do not lie]ieee They were 
paid a price so very much too low 


wdien the transactions were made. Of 
course developm ent of the country 
and the advent of statehood has in­ 
creased the value of these lands, bpt 
the buyer as well as the seller took 
a chance with his eyes open. 
Anyway, I ani glad the m atter is 
settled, and the dism issal of the suits 
will have a tendency to show that 
ou r i»eople were not so ignorant es 


J the governm ent supposed, and that 
they knew 
what they 
were 
doing 
when lihey disposed of their lands." 
Gov. Johnson is one of the big men 
of the five civilised tribes, is highly 
respected as a citizen of sound judg­ 
m ent. and has l»een a firm advocate 
for the rights of the Indian regard­ 
less of his tribal relations. 
He re­ 
turned to his home Saturday after­ 
noon. 
"I arn not surprised at the deci­ 
sion of Judge Campbell." said At­ 
torney A. AV. Ledbetter, of Oklahoma 
City. “I was attorney for several of 
the defendants, and have been satis­ 
fied that there could be no other o ut­ 
come of the cases. 
“The settlem ent of this bothersome 
piece of government redtape in re­ 
spect fro protecting the ignorant In­ 
dian. as the governm ent 
term s it, 
will mean a great deal to the thirty 
thousand land owners involved.' I am 
not interested only as an attorney, 
but the whole state should rejoice a: 
the term ination of a thing that hail 
been 
for year's a cloud 
upon 
the 
title of several million acres of land 
and a black spot on the integrity of 
Oklahoma land investors.

NOT FEDERAL WARDS. 
I he im portance of the recent decis­ 
ion of Jud g e R alph E. Campbell of 
the 
I nRed 
States circuit co u rt at 
Muskogee, sustaining the dem urrers 
of the defendants in the 300.000 suits 
brought 
by 
the governm ent to set 
aside conveyances of lands 
in 
the 
Five Civilized tribes, cannot Ive over­ 
estim ated. 
These suits may 
Ive Te­ 
ga rdcni as the final struggle oil the 
part of the departm ent of the inter­ 
ior to continue its control of Indian 
lands. 
They were brought im provi­ 
dently, w ithout investigation against 
every person* w hether a memlver of 
a trilve or not, who had received a 
conveyance from a n indian to lands 
that had been allot ted and patented to 
him. The lac: that restriction on the 
light cl alienation had Iveen remov­ 
ed 
bv 
express net of congress, o r 
by order of the sec retary of the in­ 
terior, was disregarded in the bring­

next. 
Not only was Evelyn Xesbit Thaw 
accused by the attorney for the pris­ 
oner. but District Attorney Jerome 
joined in condemning 
her.

think,” he declared, “that this girl 
was deliberately and intentionally fal­ 
sifying.
